FROM NEW YORK TO 
PrKE'S PEAK. 

Chaptkr VIIL 

I have disregarded the order of 
the several trips and excursions made 
from the Alamo Hotel as the starting 
point and some scenic grandeur the 
objective. Had it been otherwisie, 
the reader would long since have 
meandered with me in and atont 
Man it on. 

Long, long ago, when a boy, I 
had a decided predilection for stories 
about the fierce and cruel redBkins, 
and revelled in the marvelously 
accurate aim of the youthful hero 
who, after killing a half-dozen 
braves with his trusty gun, rescues 
the beroiiie and speeds on his fiery 
mustang for safety and civilization. 
All those thrilliug narratives have 
long been forgotten, save the mem- 
ory awakened by the word Manitou. 
It comes to me clearly how the dying 
Indian calls to the "Kaije Mani- 
tou/* and thus, from the clandestine 
reading of boyhood, I am able to tell 
all those who do not already know, 
that Manitou was the supreme being, 
dreaded and reverence^by the North 
American Indians. 

Manitou is about five miles from 
Colorado Springs and is the Saratoga 
of that region. With Dr. T. F. 
Fox, Misses Brown, of Minnesota, 
Scanlan, of Washington State, Mr. 
aod Mrs. Morton Sonneborn. Mrs. 
Lefi and her daughter Lucille, of 
Chicago, and Messrs. Frankenheim 
and Kohl man, of New York, I made 
niy first trip to Manitou. 

To get to Manitou by trolley you 
ymk pass through Colorado City, 
which is about midway of the 
journey. It was on the outskirts of 
this little city that I saw my first 
Imrro. Not one, but probably fifty. 
Naturally enough some of us mis- 
took the huts, tenU and surroundings 
for a Gypsy Camp; whereas it was 



imbibed a really pleasant-tasting 
water possessing medicinal proper- 
ties that are touted throughout the 
entire United States. When any of 
you get from your druggist or other 
public dispensary a glass of Manitou 
water, take heed and remember that 
it is bottled at this renowned spring. 
We rambled about in an aimless 
way, approaching the historic Ute 
Pass, and later almost taking the 
carriage trip of a mile to the Cave of 
the Winds, wherein the stalagmites 
and stalactites and mesh work of 
wonderful beauty entrance the eye. 
But we went not thither. Up the 
side of Mount Manitou, almost per- 
pendicular in its course, stretched 
like a long thread the Manitou 
Scenic Incline. And it was towards 
that route we eventually shaped our 
course. And although it was on an- 
other day that we made the ascent, 
and with the Pike*s Peak party that 
later will be enumerated, I will try 
to describe it now. 

First of all, thanks to the Local 
Committee, the tariff of a dollar for 
the trip was cut in half. 

All we had to do was to fJash the 
N. A. D, badge upon the bewildered 
ticket agent, and all the tickets we 
needed could be purchased for fifty 
cents per. 

This scenic incline is a real thriller. 
There is none of the wild dash and 
abrupt jolting of the roller coasters 
that abound at all ammseraent re- 
sorts throughout the country. It 
is a cable road, with cars that will 
seat alx>ut thirty people. Two cars 
are in operation at the same time — 
one going up and one coming down, 
so that the weight is equalized as 
nearly as can be. The cars pass 
each other midway on the incline. 
The seats are adjusted to an angle of 
about forty-five degrees, so that 
properly seated one is poised as 
though on A chair tipped backward, 
which secures safety from falling 
forward and obviates fright. As- 
ceuding almost vertically, the timid 
clutch hard and hold tight during 
the trip of about a mile to the sum- 
mit. As you ascend, there is gradu- 
ally unfolded a panorama of sceuic 
splendor. To the right you see the 
bridged ravines and the tunnels of the 
Midland Railroad that takes you to 
Cripple Creek. Off to the left is 
Glen Kyrie and seemingly in close 
proximity the Garden of the Gods 
with its marvelous Gateway standing 
out distinct and picturesque. Away 
to the front spreads out the city of 
Colorado Springs. 

Far as the eye can reach stretches 
the landscape, bejewelled here and 
there with lake and reservoir, and 
spreading onward and onward till 
land and skyline meet. 

In standing on the shore of the 
Atlantic Ocean the vision reaches to 
where the water touches the sky, 
but in this view the order seems 
reversed and it is the sky that meets 
the land. 

Next week I will tell about the 
Cheyenne Canons, the following 
issue will detail the trip to Cripple 
Creek, and then comes the climax of 
all our journeyings. when we go **to 
Pike's Peak or bust."

One came all 
the way from California, two from 
Tennessee, three from Illinois, ten 
from Indiana, five from Pennsylva- 
nia, two from West Virginia and 
one from Michigan

and 1 as Art instructor. Only 8 
are common laborers, 1 is a fresco 
painter, 4 are glass blowers, 2 are 
letter and sign painters, 2 are laun- 
dresses, 2 are paper hangers and 2 
are finishers. Three are registered 
as metal grindei*s, two as metal 
polishers, three as packers, one as 
physical director, two are retired 
farmt^rs, four work in an under- 
wear factory, three are tailors and 
three aie students, silk cutter, and 
pattern worker, stnrt maker, skirt 
operator tailoi's, tile worker, time 
keeper, uniform coat trimmer wat(»h 
polisher, each have one ; seven 
did not state their occupation. 
Thet*e is one miner, two kitchen 
men, three packers, oik^ time- 
keeper, two stove factory hands, 
two timers, two clothes pressers, 
one mil lor, one boat builder, one
